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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a polyester film with an antistatic 
coating, wherein the antistatic coating contains a first polymer comprising a polymerized unit 
according to formula (1) and a second polymerized unit derived from a reactive acrylic 
monomer, where the coating further contains the recited binder resin and a second polymer 
containing an oxazoline group (claim 1). JP '940 fails to disclose the presence of the recited 
second polymer containing an oxazoline group; STOEPPELMAN ET AL '092 and EP '603 and 
SIDDIQUI ET AL f 326 and WO 94/13477 and TACHIBANA ET AL '606 and EP 795 and EP 
744 and TAKAHASHI ET AL '472 and EP '080 and EP '483 each fail to disclose antistatic 
coating compositions containing the recited combination of three different specified polymers.
